E. Lefevre, charge d’affaires of the 
legation of Panama, has announced 
that his government will start a per­ 
manent school next January I in the 
City of Panama. It will be known ns 
tho Pan-American College of Com­ 
merce. 
Under the patronage of the govern­ 
ment. flu* college will conduct two six 
months* courses each year. the aim of 
tin* Institution being fo promote busi­ 
ness unification, co-operation arid un­ 
derstanding. 
its students mny come 
from any of the countries of either 
North or South America. The Pana­ 
manian government has by decree ded­ 
icated certain of Its buildings to the 
school.

While the silli is are to he soul lo pri­ 
vate owners, the shipping hoar*! will 
see to it that plenty remit nj la the 
South American trade. Meanwhile ti d 
hoard will operate regular lines to our| 
southern neighbor*. 
Admiral William Benson, chairman 
of the shipping bourd, also has an­ 
nounced the policy of asKlstlng every 
operator In securing South American 
trade by the favorable allocation oft 
vessel* for certain trade routes. This 
policy Is expected to make cert bin the! 
development of a vast trade. 
Late figure* of th** shipping board 
show that there ure forty-three direct 
service hues of cargo voted* employ­ 
ing 134 ships of mord than MHI.OHO 
deadweight tor.*, In lite trad“ between 
the United State* ports anil those of 
South aud Central America. The prin­ 
cipal lines are operating from the At­ 
lantic and gulf ports to the east coast 
of South America, but other lines of 
almost equal Importance connect with 
Honduras. I’unutna and Colombin. In 
this service the shipping hoard has es- 
tuhllsh**d twenty-three lines, some of 
which are operated by private Ameri­ 
can shipping concerns, operating nine­ 
ty-four vessels of 048,000 deadweight 
ton*. 
There are also ten direct line* ojv 
crating twanty-eight vessels of 151,Coo 
ton* from Pacific, Atlantic and gulf 
port* to the west coast of South 
America. There are three lines to Cen­ 
tral America, operating r.lx ship* of 
23,000 tons. Direct cable communica­

Bio de Janeiro, Buenos 
Aire* urn! Punaluu have been estnb- 
lished, with feeder service wires to 
Santos. Pernambuco and Bu Ida.
